FURTHER LOSS AND DAMAGE to enemy

The naval base at Kiel has been the most regu- 
lar objective of the Bomber and Coastal Commands 
and the Fleet Air Arm operating with the Coastal 
Command, although Bremen, Emden, Wilhelmsha- 
ven, Cuxhafen, Sylt, Terschelling, Oldenburg, Ham- 
burg, Den Helder, Dunkirk, Calais and Boulogne 
have come in for their share of punishment.

“Those damned Hungariansl 
But we took no notice, and 
were back In Budapest throe 
days tater. 

“In the Hungarian capital we 
were sheltered and fe by a 
Polish priest, who got Us across 
the flooded Drava River jnto 
Yugoslavia. 


Escaped-Bombs 


“From there everything was 
all right. We travelled through 
Salonika, —_ Istanbul, Ankara, 
Aleppo and Beirut, and got to 
Mars@illes just as the Nazis were 
bombing its harbour. 

“We went stralght to the 
front and fought until the fast.” 
Those of the Czechs who sur- 

vived and were not cantured, 
found themselves surrounded by 
German columns, but they broke 
through into unoccupied Frange. 

“We went to Casablanca next,” 
continued the Czech soldier, ‘and 
waited for days for a ship. Even- 
tually we got to Martinique—and 
celebrated October 28. Czechoslo- 
vakia’s Independence Day. 

“After we had recovered from 
the strain of our travels, fighting, 
and this celebration, we went on 
to British territory in the West 
Indies. Finaly—here we are!” 

The Nazis have caused this 
band of Czechs a great deal of 
trouble, and some day they are 
going to get it all back with in- 
terest.

The task of the enemy-control- 
led transport system may be sub- 
divided as follows: 

To supply German and Italian 
war industries with raw mater- 
tals and German and Italian 
populations with food; 

Fill the gap caused by the loss 
of Italy's imports by sea; 

Transport to Germany the 
foodstuffs, oil and other raw 
materials from south-east Europe 
which once reached her via the 
Miditerranean; 

Supply the needs (not locally 
served) of a German army of 
be‘'ween two and three millions 
strung out from the Arctic Cirgie 
to the Pyrenees; and 

Furnish raw materials for the 
industry and .agriculture of the 
occupied territories so that they 
may make their contribution to 


. the German war effort. 


It is a formidable programme, 
sufficient to tax the resources of 
even an efficient transport sys- 
tem. - 

To meet the situation the. Nazis 
must rely almost wholly- upon 
their roads, their railways and 
their inland waterways. The very 
heavy damage done by the R.A.F. 
to their seaports has reduced still 
further the part which sea-going 
ships might have been able to 
play since the blockade was en- 
forced. Reports from Sweden 
state. that the damage -to dock .in- 
stallationg: in. the North: German 


always received the 
greatest attention since the Nazis 
assumed power in 1933. During 
the first five years of Nazi rule 
nearly 2,000 miles of Reich motor- 
ways were completed ata cost of 
3,000,000,000 marks (£150,000,- 
000). In the same period the 
nuniber of commercial road vehi- 


‘cles in Germany increased by no 


less than 141 per cent. 

On the other hand the German 
railways have been relatively 
neglected. As long ago as the win-

non - Americans wishing 
to enter the United States 
must secure the advance 
approval of a special com- 
mittee in Washington, 
D. C., before any Ameri- 
can Consul can issue a 
visa. 

This new procedure applies to 
all non-Americans wishing — to 
enter the United States for any 
reason, including students, travel- 


lers, transients, the alien wives 
of American citizens, merchants 


‘und their wives, ete. 


Persons desiring to secure im- 
migration visas, (students, per- 
manent residents, and the hus- 
bands or wives of American 
citizens), are required to submit 
to the ccmmittee in Washington 
comple'e biographical data on a 
prescribed form, and, two affida- 
vits of sponsorship and financial 
support signed by sponsors who 
are residing in the United States 
and who are either American 
citizens or aliens legally admit- 
ted. 

These forms may be procured 
at the American Consulate Gen- 
erul or from the Department of 
State in Washington. Applicants 
who desire to secure visas with 
a minimun., loss of time may advise 
their sponsors in the United 
States to secure these forms 
directly from the Department of 
State. 

Applicants for non-immigra- 
tion visas (travellers, transients 
and merchants and their wives) 
will also be required to submit 
the completed biographical data 
form, as well as two affidavits of 
spensorship. These latter may, 
however, be completed by reput- 
able interested parties abroad in 
cases in which the applicant lacks 
relatives or friends in the United 
States. In cases of extreme 
urgency, the information contain- 
ed in the affidavits and biogra- 
phical data forms may be sent to 
Washington by cable at the ex- 
pense of the applicant. 

The foregcing procedure has 
arisen from the national emer- 
gency and the need for. ensuring 
the national defence. While the 
new procedure will cause con- 
siderab’e delay and inconvenience, 
it is not intended to cause the 
exclusion from the United States 
of any reputable applicants. 

Further information will be 
supplied upon application to the 
American Consulate General.

U.S. BUILDS 
SPECIAL 
ANTI-TANK 
BATTALIONS 


The U.S. Army is form- 
ing 22 fast striking anti- 
tank battalions, consist- 
ing of existing infantry 
and field artillery units, 
declared Mr. Henry Stim- 
son, Secretary of War, 
yesterday. 


The new units will use 
self- propelling artillery 
including “revised” 75 
guns, 

Mr. Stimson believed this new 
type of anti-tank force would be 
the first used by any army itey 
the world. 

He also announced the for- 
mation of an experimental divi- 
sion which would be complete- 
ly motorised, heavily armed and 
strengthened with tanks. 

Mr. Stimson said although the 
men were reduced from 15,550 to 
14.000, the new division would 
have about 50 per cent, more 
fire power.—Reuter.

When the pilot tried to put 
his flaps down ready for land- 
ing the aircraft Immediately 
went Into a spin—one flap had 
been shot away In the encoun- 
ter with the enemy. But he 
still retained sufficient strength 
to correct the spin and bring 
the Bienheim down safely.

The Consulate General 
in Hong Kong of the 
United States of America 
is in receipt of general in- 
structions that, commen- 
cing on July Ist, 1941, all 
non - Americans wishing 
to enter the United States 
must secure the advance 
approval of a special com- 
mittee in Washington,

can Consul can issue a 


visa. 

This new procedure applies to 
all non-Americans wishing to 
enter the United States for any 
reason, including students, travel- 
lers, transients, the alien wives 
of American citizens, merchants 
and their wives, etc. 

Persons desiring to secure im- 
migration visas, (students, per- 
manent residents, and the hus- 
bands or wives of American 
citizens), are required to submit 
‘to the committee in Washington 
compleie biographical data on a 
prescribed form, and, two affida- 
vits of sponsorship and financial 
support signed by sponsors who 
are residing in the United States 
and who are either American 
citizens or aliens legally admit- 
ted. 

These forms may be procured 
at the American Consulate Gen- 
eral or from the Department of 
State in Washington. Applicants 
who desire to secure visas with 
a minimum loss of time may advise 
their sponsors in the United 
States to secure these forms 
directly from the Department of 
State. 

Applicants for non-immigra- 
tion visas (travellers, transients 
and merchants and their wives) 
will also be required to submit 
the completed | biographical data 
form, as weil as two affidavits of 
sponsorship. These latter may, 
however, be completed by reput- 
able interested parties abroad in 
cases in which the applicant lacks 
relatives or friends in the United 
States. In cases of extreme 
urgency, the information contain- 
ed in the affidavits and biogra- 
phical data forms may be sent to 
Washington by cable at the ex- 
pense of the applicant, 

The foregoing procedure has 
arisen from the nafional emer- 
| gency -and the need for ensuring 
the national defence. While the 
new procedure will cause’: con- 
siderable delay and inconvenience, 
‘it is not ‘intended to cause the 
exclusion from the United States 
of any reputable applicants. 

Further information will be 
supplied upon application to the 
American Consulate General.

West led the four of diamonds, 
and dummy ruffed. South drew 
two rounds of trumps and then 

went after the 
hearts, but had to 
lose a heart and 
two clubs. 
East would have 
made five dia- 
monds, South was 
well pleased with 
the one trick set 
as a sacrifice; and 
the opponents ac- 
cepted 200 points as the best they 
could get under the circumstances. 

But despite all: this satisfaction 
there was a malefactor on the 
scene! See if you can identify 
him and spot his crime before’ 
you read on. 


South was the criminal, for he 
should have made the contract! 
Correct play is to discard a club 
from dummy at, the first trick — 
not to ruff! East has to put up 
the diamond Ace to win the trick, 
thus establishing South’s diamona 
King. East’s best shift is to a 
club, but South takes the club 
Ace, draws two rounds of trumps, 
and discards duinmy’s last club 
on the King of diamonds. In this 
way, South saves two club tricks 
at the expense of only one dia-
